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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has placed claim 4 in independent form 
and cancelled claims 1-3. These amended claims remain rejectied over Cox in view of Amende, and claims 4-6 and 8 are further rejected 
oved Kubo in view of Amende. These rejections have been adequately set forth in the previous office actions. Applicant argues that the 
amendment to claim 4 makes the allegedly unexpected results reported in the specification commensurate with the scope of the claims. 
This is clearly not the case, since, as discussed in paragraph 4 of the office action mailed 9/17/08, the claimed compositions can contain 
any amount of semi-amide, whereas results are reported for just one concentration of semi-amide. Applicant further reiterates the 
arguments made in applicant's remarks filed 6/6/08; the examiner maintains the positions set forth in the office action mailed 9/17/08.
